This is in response to amendment filed on 10/7/08 in which claims 1-2, 4-16 and 
20-22 are pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore 
this case is in condition for allowance. In addition the pending claims have been 
renumbered as 1-19, respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: wherein a 
difference between the absolute value of the etigita4input signal and the predetermined 
critical value is output as the nonlinearly converted signal when the absolute value of 
the gi4~alinput signal is larger than the predetermined critical value and the input signal 
is greater than zero (0), wherein a summation of the absolute value of the input signal 
and the predetermined critical value is output as the nonlinearly converted signal when 
the absolute value of the input signal is larger than the predetermined critical value and 
the input signal is less than zero (0), and wherein zero(O) is output as the nonlinearly 
converted signal when the absolute value of the input signal is not greater than the 
predetermined critical value as recited in claims 1 and 20.
